the general development. 

“Under this contract or conces- 
sion,” he said, “the Mexican gov- 
ern ment gave a corporation per- 
mission to build and operate a 
canal across Mexican territory to 
irrigate land in California on con- 
Aton that Mexican irrigators be 
given, if they desire it, one-half of 
all the water diverted into this 
canal from the Colorade River. 
Hence the canal has to be double 
the capacity required to meet the 
needs of California. The river has 
to supply double the water needed 
in California and the rights of 
Mexicans to water under this con- 
cession grow, as the irrigated area 
is extended in California. 


HUGE SUPPLY 


“The canal now supplies water 
for irrigation of more than 400,000 
acres in California, and irrigators 
in Mexico at present require water 
for the irrigation of 200,000 acres. 
But Mexican trrigators are en- 
titled, under this concession, to 
double the volume they are now 

ng. or for enough to irrigate as 
many acres as are now Irrigated in 
California. That is more water than 
the urregulated flow of the river 
will now supply. As the Mexican 
irrigators are on the upper end of 
the canal, the pinch of scarcity 
when it nas come in the past, or 
when it may come in the future, 
falls first on the irrigators in the 
United States, which country sup- 
plies the water, all the construction 
costs and all the money advanced 
for operation. It is unfair to Call- 
fornia irrigators now and will be 
even more so after the reservoir is 
built. 

“It is physically possible to trri- 


gate much more than 400,000 acres | ° 


from this canal in Mexico. If this 
concession remains in force with- 
out any amendment and the canal 
continues to be used as now, the 
irrigated area in Mexico will con- 
tinue to extend. The volume need- 
ed to bé diverted from the river 
would be more than the direct 
flow at the low-water season. and 
the area irrigated in California 
would be subject to ruinous un- 
certainties and loss. If storage 
is provided a part of the water 
for the irrigation of lands in Mex- 
ico would, under this concession, 
have to be supplied from the res- 
ervoir, as this canal would be the 
only means of con the water 
to the Imperial Valley, and it can 
be operated only as the terms of 
the Mexican concession are com- 
plied with. 


ECONOMICAL USE 


“If, however, the government of 
Mexico would consent to a modifi- 
cation of this concession and def- 
initely limit the volume of water 
to which Mexican irrigators would 
be entitled, then the future use of 
the present canal would be eco- 
nomical and desirable. A smaller 
high line could be bullt and util- 
ized mainly for the irrigation of the 
higher lands ot the Imperial Val- 
ley and, Coachella Valley. Thus 
far, no negotfations for the mod- 
ification of this concession have 
been made. It is not known what 
the attitude of the Mexican gov- 
ernment would be and plans for 
this development should, there- 
fore, include provision for an all- 
American canal as an essential 
part of the scheme.”

Epoch-Mahing Invention Keeps Flyers on Course by 
Impulses Sent Over Broadcast Current

My hy esis 
was denied and derided. Neither 
dental nor derision changed 
my cenviction.” 

The Kaiser added: 

“If even a hint of the agree- 
ment had reached me, it would 
have been possible to shape Ger- 
man policy accordingly. Its ex- 
posure in the American press 
would have changed history. 

“The letter of the friend of Sen- 
ator Davis, the fact that the infor- 
mation published by Usher in 1913 
had been rusting in the archives of 
the Wilhelmstrasse since 1898, are 


powerful links in the chain of evi- 


dence. Usher mentions France in 
eonnection with England as a par- 
ticipant in the Gentlemen's Agree- 
ment.’ France evidently was not a 
partner to the original agreement. 
She was more or less a junior mem- 
ber of the firm. 

ROOSEVELT STATEMENT 
> “Confimdtion still more star- 
tling came with a speech made by 
Prof. Tyler Dennett last year at 
the Institute of Politica, at Wil- 
liamstown, Mass., recently pub- 
lished and elaborated by the au- 
thor in book form. Prof. Dennett 
revealed, on the strength of a 
memorandum in Theodore Roose- 
velt’s own handwriting, that the 
United States had been virtually a 
secret partner in the Anglo-Japa- 
nese Alliance. Van Antwerp Mac-

[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 11,—Dr. Ste- 
phen 8. Wise, chairman of the 
United Palestine Appeal, has made 
public the $5,000,000 budget to be 
expended in the Holy Land during 


the ensuing year by American Jews 
for an immigration and coloniza- 
tion program whose principal aim 
is the settling of 60,000 additional 
Jewish: immigrants, most of them 
from Eastern and Central Europe, 
on the soll of Palestine. 

The principal American Pales- 
tine funds have joined this year 
as the United Palestine Appeal in 
order to raise the largest amount 
American Jewry ever contributed 
in one year for the development of 
Palestine as the Jewish homeland. 
The total $5.000,000 fund of the 
United Palestine Appeal has been 
allocated as follows among the 
constituent organiza Dr. Wise 
announced: 

Three miffifon dollare for the 
Palestine Foundation Fund, the 
chief colonization agency, which 
Will expend its allocation in en- 
larging the forty-three agricultural 
colonies it has already established 
in Palestine and in building new

Seats on the exchange, he 
said, are now in demand at $9000, 
exclusive of the 6 per cent trans- 
fer fee, which compares with $400 
in 1913. At this figure, mem ber- 
ships on the Los Angeles Stock 
Exchange rank as the fourth high- 
est of all organized markets in 
the United States. 


BOND SALES GROW 
Besides the feat of handling, an 
increase of 90 per cent in the 
volume of business over the pre- 
vious high record made in 1924, 


the exchange established itself in 
1925 as the largest bond market 
in the West. Transactions in 
bonds increased more than $6,500,- 
000 over 1924, or a gain of 23 per 
cent. This performance alone tes- 
tines to the fundamental strength 
of the local market as 
forum for investment issues. 

The largest gain, however, was 
recorded in bank stocks, the vol- 
ume increasing 670 per cent, Mr. 
Pettingell stated. Public utility 
transactions increased 323 per cent 
and the activity in oil shares 
showed a sizable gain of more 
than $19,000,000, or 80 per cent. In 
these recortis is ample evidence 
of the prosperity in the business 
of banking, 
companies in 1926, and the avail- 
ability of money to invest in the 
shares of these companies. 

All of this activity naturally 
brought problems for the ex- 
change to solve. In leading up 
to the discussion of these questions, 
Mr. Pettingell prefaced his treat- 
ment with a concise statement of 
the part exchanges play in busi- 
ness, and the imperative need for 
the efficient administration of a 
central security market. 


-FUNCTIONS EXPLAINED 

“A stock exchange,” he said, “is 
one of the most essential units in 
the financial structure of civilized 
nations, and a pecullarly intricate 
and sensitive piece of mechanism 


indispensable for the convenient 
buying and selling of securities in 
an orderly manner impossible to 
be done efficiently or economically 
in any other way. And it is im- 
perative that those directing the 
destiny of a stock exchange should 
be of the highest type of men 
endowed with rare conservative- 
ness, impervious te any influence 
no matter how subtle. In reality, 
the governing body of a stock ex- 
change should be to the stock ex- 
change what the Supreme Court 
of the United States is to our 


judiciary. Further, the governing 


body should be ever on the alert 
to protect itself from being taken 
unawares by ill-considered meas- 
ures in the offing. 

Because of the growth of busi- 
ness, one of the important ques- 
tions confronting the e«change ir 
the advisability of revising the 
trdding. For more 
than a quarter of a century, the 
Los Angeles Stock Exchange has 
used the call method. There is

Dennison Also Faces Keyes 
in Three-Hour Hearing 


District F Refuses 
Comment on Charges 


Pines Defiant oh Leaving 
Jury Chambers 


For almost three hours the 
county grand jury yesterday lis- 
tened to the testimony of Charlies 
F. Dennison, master bunko man, 
and now a convict in San Quentin 


prison. who came to Los Angeles 
‘te tell what he says are details of 
the gigantic bunko operations of 
his gang here in the past few 


years. 

Dennison’s appearance before 
the inquisitorial body furnished 
the high lights of the graft and 
vice protection investigation sug- 

ed to the grand jury by Gov. 
chardson, and was climaxed by 
the personal appearance in the 
grand-jury room of Dist.-Atty. 
Keyes, who was called in to face 
the man sent to the State's prison 
by him, and to hear some of the 
accusations made by him. 

While every effort was made by 

the officials in charge to surround 

the entire affair with the secrecy 
prescribed by law, it was learned 
that Mr. Keyes’s appearance in the 
grand-jury room provided a sen- 
sational episode and that Mr. 
Keyes was given an opportunity 
to listen to portions of the story 
laid before the grand jury. 


DENNISON DEFIANT 


Dennison, once a debonair, suave 
confidence man, and now much 
aged and older, emerged from tie 
grand-jury room with flushed 
cheeks and defiant look. Mr. 
Keyes, whose stay in the grand- 

chambers was much shorter, 
was smiling as he left the inner 
chambers and walked to his own 
office. 

“The only thing I can say is that 
Dennison is a convict, whose word 
is not entitled to any consideration, 
and that he will stay in prison 
where ne belongs so far as I am 
concerned, unless he is 92 
by the Governor or parole 
board,” was the only comment 
made by Mr. Keyes. 

Neither Clayton R. Taylor, fore- 
man, nor Alexander McKee Wil- 
Hams, chairman of the criminal 
complaints committee, would make 
anz statement as to what trans- 
pired behind the tightly closed 
dcors 

Foreman Taylor said the grand 
jury is through with Dennison as a 
witness. The inquisitorial body 
will go into session at 10 a.m., to- 
day and will continue its investi- 
gation, he said. He refused to con- 
firm or deny any of the numerous 
reports and rumors that flew thick 
and fast around the Hall of Justice 
during the day's activities. 

One of those rumors was that 
the much-dsicussed statement, 
known to have been prepared by 
Dennison and Thomas P. Gere, 
another bunko man who was con- 
fined in the County Jail with Den- 
nison, and whose mysterious death 
has been called to the attention of 
the grand jury in this investige- 
tion, war produced in yesterday's 
session and that Dennison went in- 
to its asserted details with the 
granc jury.

TE TO FORM 
“Beware of Greeks who come bearing 
gifts!” 

Greece's new dictator is apparently very 
desirous of funding his country’s debt to 
the United States. A Greek delegation has 
already appeared in Washington and is 
ready to take up immediate consideration 
of the Greek debt. But— 

And back of that “but” is a suggestion 
that recalls Greek diplomacy of the period 
of the Trojan War. The crafty Ulysses is 
present, in spirit at least. One might even 
imagine Minerva, hidden by a cloud, offer- 
ing counsel to the Greek commissioners. 


Greece recetved from our government, in 
money and credits, a matter of $15,000,000; 
and the Greek commissioners are prepared 
to consider refunding of that debt. But the 
modern Ulysses who heads the commission 
has reminded Secretary Mellon that the 
Greek credit, as it stands on the books of 
the United States Treasury, is in the 
amount of $48,000,000. Greece has received 
but $15,000,000 of that sum; and he sug- 
gests that it is the duty of Secretary Mel- 
lon to turn over to Greece that little bal- 
ance of $33,000,000, the remainder of the 
credit established by Secretary McAdoo. 

The Greek commissioners want that $33,- 
000,000. They say in polite terms that they 
were short-changed and that they do not 
question the good faith of the United 
States; so, preparatory to the refunding 
conference, they will be pleased to receive 
that $33,000,000. . 

Secretary Mellon, chairman of the Amer 
ican Debt Commission, is nonplussed, ac 
cording to the Washington dispatches. He 
expected the Greeks to appear as debtors 
seeking to arrange an extension of time on 
a note that is overdue. They appear in- 
stead as creditors. They speak of the sanc 
tity of contract; and aver that, having 
agreed to advance Greece $48,000,000 and 
accepting their promise to pay that amount, 
the United States is in honor bound to keep 
its part of the agreement. 

The Greek credit was given at the time 
the Allies were desirous of keeping Greece 
in a good humor, at least in a neutral state 
of mind. The Allies were using Greek 
ports as a basis to launch attacks against 
Austria, Bulgaria and Turkey; and the 
Greeks were willing to sell their good will. 
They claim that, when the Allies needed 
Greek complaisance no longer, Secretary 
McAdoo cut short the advances to the 
Greek account. 

How reminiscent 18 all that of the Greece 
of antiquity! One can imagine Sophocles 
featuring Ulysses in one of his plays mak- 
ing the argument for Greece. Once receiv- 
ing that balance claimed due, the Greek 
commission is prepared to make repayment 
on the same basis as the terms offered to 
Italy. But under those terms the present 
worth of that $48,000,000, extended over a 
period of sixty-two years, would be about 
$19,000,000. Greece would be $14,000,000 
ahead by the transaction and would receive 
$33,000,000 in cash.

opening of the fall term of 1926.

Dr. Stock has been for many years 
professor of Veftebrate Paleon- 
tology at the University of Califor- 
nia and is one of the few out- 
standing men in this fleld of sci- 
ence in America. He is Research 


tion of Washington and is Verte- 
brate Paleontologist at the Los 
Angeles Museum, and has for many 
years past carried on extensive 
explorations and investigations in 
the fossil fields of Western United 
States. The purpose of the paleon- 
tologist is to trace the evolution. of 
animal and plant life on the globe. 

He has made extensive contri- 
butions to the evolution of the 
mammalian life of different peri- 
ods. At the Los Angeles Mugeum 
of History. Science and Art and at 
the University of Califofnia he has 
carried on researches on the faun- 
as of Rancho La Brea and of other 
formations in Southern California. 
His parties, working under the 
general direction of Dr. John C. 
Merriam, president of the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, have 
made large collections of mam- 
malian faunas from various parts 
of the Mojave Desert region, Ne- 
yada, and Oregon. Dr. Stock has 
aided greatly in the comparisons 
which it has been possible to make 
of the history of life of the Pa- 
cific Coast area on the one hand 
and the interior and Rocky Moun- 
tain area on the other. 

Dr. Stock is a graduate of the 
University of CaNifornia with the 
class of 1914. The degree of Doc- 
tor of "Philosophy in paleontology 
was conferred upon him in 1917 
at the same institution. He is a 
member of a number of learned so- 
cieties and has taken an unusually 
active part in the progress of aci- 
ences on the Pacific Coast. Dr. 
Stock’s coming to the California 
Institute is another step in the 
working out of plans for the de- 
velopment of a strong staff in the 
field of the geologic sciences. It 
ie the desire of the institute to 
make Pasadena an outstanding field 
of geologic and paleontologic in- 
vestigation and instruction in 
somewhat the same way that phys- 
ics. chemistry and mathematics 
have been developed. 

Dr. Stock’s appointment is the 
second in this fleld at the ipstitute, 
Dr. John P. Buwalda having begun 
instruction in geology there dur- 
ing the present month. Further 
appointments are to be made at 
the institute during the next few 
months representing allied lines of 
geologic instruction and research.

Wages received by a minor son 
and given over to his father do pot 
constitute earned income of the 
parent.

One ot the reasons I will con- 
sider sending a man to the County 
Jail rather than to State prison is 
that if a man is a natural born 
crook and deserves punishment it 
is a moral certainty he will be 
kept in the County Jail for the 
time I send him there. 

“On the other han if he its 
sent to San Quentin, is more 
than likely the Parole Board will 
not waste any time in turning him 
out, and the bigger the crook the 
better chance he has to be favored 
in this manner.”
